l Carmel Man Gets 16- Year Prison Term

SALINAS — A Carmel man was 
sentenced Tuesday to 16 years in 
state prison for molesting three 
children over a 14-month period in 
1984 and 1985. 

Nicolas Paul d'Ombrain, 37, con- 
victed by a jury March 20 of 11 
felony counts and one misdemeanor 
count of child molestation, was - 
given the marimnm term by Supe- 
rior Court Judge Robert Hinrichs, 
who presided at the triaL 

The prosecutor, Deputy District 
Attorney Robert Hation, asked for a; 
term of 12 years. But Hinrichs said 
i'Cmhrais had abused s position of 
trust and his crimes showed 
"cruelty and callousness." 

Also t the judge said, d'Ombrain 
had denied the crimes when he tes- 
tified' at the trial and had chal- 
lenged the testimony of the \ictims. 

"He aggravated the trauma of the 
three children by dissembling/ 1 
Hinrichs said 

BefOfe* sentence was pronounced, 
d'Ombrain addressed the court, 
fighting back tears. He said he now 
realized -he was "sick, and even 
more so to have lied about it'* 

"I failed in the most despicable 
way a man can," he said, apol- 1 
ogizrng to his family and friends. 

D'Ombrain said he needed to talk 
about the incidents but was unable 
•to do so in jail or, prison, where 
child molesters "fear for their 
lives." 

Hinrichs ordered tbat he be given 
therapy in prison and, serve his time 
in protective custody. 

The remorse expressed by 
d'Ombrain Tuesday was "belated," 
Hinrichs said.' 

"But I hope your remorse is gen- 
uine, •' because genuine remorse is 
needed if you are to cure yourself." 

After the •• sentencing hearing, 
d'Ombrain's attorney, Richard 




Rosen . of - Pacific* Grove, filed a 
notice of . appeal D'Ombrain.. was 
also served with a copy of a lawsuit 
-seeking civil damages on behalf of 
the victims. 



D'Ombrain was a district execu- 
tive for the Monterey Bay Area 
Council of the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica. The molestations were un- 
related to his scouting activities.
